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Election/Restrictions 

Applicants election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on June 28 f 2004 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the method and apparatus are 
inimically associated. This is not found persuasive because in the article/apparatus 
claims, the food itself /its preparation is not positively claimed, like in the method claim; 
therefore, opening the article claims up to various supports in the art (which may or may 
not be specifically disclosed with food; simply being capable of being used in 
combination with food sufficing). Note: class 108 is a class for generic supports/tables 
while class 426 is specifically a food preparation class. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Furthermore, claim 6 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. For claim 1 , it is unclear what the scope of the claim 

is, i.e. whether or not the counter top is part of the invention along with the support 

accessory. The preamble of the claim is directed to only the support accessory 
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("support accessory cooperable with a counter top") while the body of the claim 
positively claims both the accessory and counter top ("said lower edge being in contact 
with a counter top surface"). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Palaith. 
Palaith teaches a support accessory (7) cooperable with a counter top (20) comprising: 
a plurality of vertically oriented support members (14,12,28 and 36) and a support 
surface (10,24) mounted on the support members (portions thereof extending between 
respective support members). One of the support members (36) has a lower edge 
which extends downwardly beyond the lower edge of the adjacent support member and 
juxtaposed against a counter top edge. Two of the support members (14,28) form side 
walls about the periphery of the support surface. Furthermore, all of the support 
members include inwardly facing flanges (18 and 16 face inwardly toward each other 
and 42 and 40 face inwardly toward each other).
